Traveling along Wisconsin Road 
C-83, the Kenosha Sheriffs squad 
noticed a massive spiral of smoke 
ascending in the area of Camp Lake 
about 4 p.m. Upon speedy examin- 
ation, the deputies discovered the 
Garner house aflame and immedi- 
ately called fire-fighters to curb the 
blaze. 

Answering the call were the 
Salem, Wilmot, and Silver Lake 
Fire Departments; an aggregate 
force of about 40 men who fought 
the flames for over an hour. 

Catherine Garner, who had ap- 
parently fallen asleep on the living 
room couch, was trapped inside of 
the wooden-framed building and 
subsequently burned to death as the 



A next-door neighbor, Louts 
Flores, 2d, stated that he "tried to 
get hi through the window" by 
breaking the glass panes with his 
fist. Receiving a severe gash on 
his hand, and not being able to 
force himself through the windows, 
Floras attempted to break down the 
door. 

' With the fire departments still 
not at the scene Flores finally man- 
aged to break down the door but 
was overcome by gushing clouds of 
black smoke and forced to remain 
outside. 

Edward Garner, the dead woman'-; 
husband, wjis returning home when 
he saw ■ the firemen battling the 
flames.

Those who cannot be located 
are given notice by one of those 
legal notices you may have seen 
published in the local newspaper. 
I Finally, if you are still unable to 
agree on a price, a date will be 
fixed for trial of the case. You 
have the right to demand a Jury 
trial and you may insist that the 
Jury go and see the premises to get 
a better idea of Its value. The 
only question to be decided is hew 
much money you are to receive. 

Both the federal and state govern- 
ments have power, under certain 
conditions, to obtain - immediate 
possession of the property, leaving 
the question of compensation for 
later decision. 

Proof of Damage 
Normally, both sides will have 
experts testify as to the present 
fair market value of the land. Var- 
ious types of evidence are admissi- 
ble to prove this, suoh aa recent 
sales of other similar lota In the 
same area.

After the evidence as to value Is 
all in, the judge or jury makes Its 
finding, returns a monetry verdict, 
and the case is over.

In many instances, the parties are 
able to agree on the amount of com- 
pensation to be paid, and they 
avoid the trouble and expense of 
litigation.
